George M. Moore of this city, who fig- 
ured in a divorce suit here some time 
ago, the plaintiff being Mae Belle 
Brown Moore, has secured an order 
from Judge Kirwin, making it pos- 
sible for him to marry Miss Marian 
Lake, a society belle of Oconomowoc. 
The order was necessary as the last 
legislature passed a bill making it 
an offense for parties to a divorce to 
wed until a year from the signing of 
the decree had passed.

SCHOOL PROBLEM 


Footville School Board States Facts 


in Order to Correct Current 


Misunderstanding. 


Editor Gazette. .As the question of 


changing the Footvire school from 
its present status to a graded school 
of the first-class has been agitating 
the minds of our citizens 'for some 
time past; and as we consider it a 
matter of vital importance, and has 
caused much heated discussion pro 
and con, the school board of Joint 
District No. 1, for Center and Ply- 
mouth, beg (leave through the med- 
ium of yoiir valuable journal to make 
a plain ai^d concise ista^ement of 
facts relative to the matter, and their 
official action thereon. 


Since June 7th. the members of the 


Board have strenuously and honestly 
endeavored, by every just and prud- 
ent means, to set before the voters 
of this district the absolute necessity 
of enlarging our school; the certain 
benefits which will accrue from the 
change, and the trifling cost to the 
individual tax-payer;—having in view 
the fact that by so doing we would 
receive nearly enough financial aid 
from the state to carry on the primary 
room, and still employ, our principal 
and 
intermediate 
teacher for the 


same wages as at present. 


The question "Why do we want 


it?" has frequently been asked and 
may be thus answered: 


1st—It is our duty to the country 
at large.- 


2d.—It is 'our duty to ourselves. 
3d—It is, above all else, our duty 


to our children 
and those of our 


neighbors. 


4th—It will be an unquestionable 


benefit to our village and to all prop- 
erty holders. 


oth—Children wi1! acquire 
more 


knowledge; learn with greater rapid- 
ity; graduate the sooner, and 
be 


much more thorough. 


6th—Our school, 
in its present 
state, is crowded to excess. 


7th—The High 
school work will 


not, (as has been argued), be so ad- 
vanced as to exclude all but a few 
of the best scholars: but the studies 
will be carefully adapted to the needs 
of the, pupils and of the district. 


The School Board 
beg leave to 
state that they took this matter in 
hand in good faith;—not to carry 
out wishes or preconceived opinions 
of their own; but in the firm belief 
that the 
proposed 
change would 


eventuate in tihe greatest good to 
all concerned—the district, the vil- 
Isge, the children, and the property 
holders.. 


Why Object?—Increase of Taxes. 
The cry. "increased taxes!"-has 
been raised by many; but, when duly 
considered, it is of slight importance 
after nil. 
A heavy burden, truly! 


For example: 
A man assessed 
at 


$500 would pay 37% cents per year 
.fidditional for four years. One whose 
assessed valuation is $7,000 pays 75 
cents per year more. 
Assessed at 


$2,000, $1.50 • for four years. 
At 


$3.000, $2.25 per year.for four years; 
and at $5,000, $7.50 per year for 
same length of time! 
What a tre- 


mendous incubus in the shape 
of 


school taxes! These figures are based 
on the assessed valuation for our 
joint-district, $200,000; and the added 
tax per year is less than one and one- 
half mills per dol'ar. What a crusher! 


Another. 
objection 
is prevalent 


among those 
who are ignorant of 


facts; namely, that only three 
or 


four scholars 
can enter the upper 


. room; or those who have passed the 


eighth grade. 
This is all a mistake. 


For instance: A school of seventy- 


five or eighty pupils can be distrib- 
uted through the three rooms, as the 
principal sees fit or as best suits tne 
demands of the school. There is noth- 
ing in the new school law specifying 
.what grades shall be in each room. 
This is arranged in accordance with 
the demands of the situation. 
The 
late supernitendent does not purpose 
preparing a course of study 
(as 


some contend), for al'. three depart- 
ment graded 
schools all over the 
state; but will draw up a course • of 
study for different schools in differ- 
ent localities as may appear 
fitting. 


• If some 
High school work is re- 


quired in a certain (community, it 
will be put in; otherwise it will be 
withheld until it is deemed necessary. 


The cost _ of maintaining 
a three 


department school here will be less 
than $100 per year above the.expense 
of running 
our present two room 


school, on account of the additional 
state aid drawn from the $60,000 ap- 
propriation made at our last legis- 
lative session. 


Why should we pay taxes to main- 
tain other High and graded schools 
and go without at home? 
We, who 


subscribe hereto would much prefer 
to have our names enrolled in favor 
of this movement, than to stand on 
record as its opposers. 
Let it be 


understood. ;how!ever, once for all, 
that the Board are only waiting to 
do the bidding of the people. 
We do 
not wish to do anything adverse to 
the declared sentiments 
of our cit- 


.Izens; and are earnestly desirous of 
accomplishing that which we believe 
to be for the greatest good for all. 
But we do not hesitate for a moment 
to declare that 'we favor this step. 
being wel1. assured that it icannot 
fail to result in subserving the best 
interests and welfare of our commun- 
ity. 
And while we are members of 


the Board we shall labor for the ad- 
vancement 
and well being of the 


school and the district, regardless 
of opposition. 


To be a member of the school board

Called Forth by the Death of 8. F. 


Pixley, Once a Prominent 


Citizen of Janesvitte. 


The following obituary, notice 
of 


the late Benjamin F. Pijriey, clipped 
from a St. Joseph, Mich., paper, has 
been sent to The Gazette with a re- 
quest that it be published as a favor 
to Mr. Pixley's many friends in this 
city, in whose early history he was 
such a prominent factor: 


"Benjamin Franklin Pixley, son, of 


William Pixley, was born in Kirk- 
land, Monroe county, New York, on 
September 26, 1815, and died in 
St. 


Joseph. Mich, Monday morning, June 
24th, 1901, in the 86th year of 
his 
age. 


'•'Mr, Pixley was born on a farm at 


a tjm<r ivhen New York was a fron- 
:!«?•• .sjaje fjj the development which 
las since extended 
over our great 


country.. 
He -wag at an ear?y age, 


deprived by deatij of the love and 
care of his mother, 
which brought 


father and son'in the closest frinecl- 
<jhij> and he remained wltli 'him un- 
til 'he was 28 years of age..' At that 
time, in 1843, he left the farm and 
with his dog and a nock of sheep 
started west to make his home. He 
often related the fact that when pass- 
ng through the town of 'Chicago he 
was offered • a block of ground 
now 


near the court house, for his, flock of 
sheep. 
He pushed on into Wiscon- 


sin, and stopped at Janesyille, Rock 
county, where he purchased a farm, 
which, lie sold about one year later 
and entered business as a dry goods 
merchant. 


"In 1848 he was married in Roches- 


.er,- New York, to Miss Jane Blize 
jewis, whom he brought to his new 
lome, and there they remained until 
.865. 
In Janesville there born to 


;hem four children, 
Ann Genette, 


frank L., Susan' 
and George K.. 


Jeane and John' being born in Chi- 
cago. 


"In 1865, Mr. Pixley then being at 


the head of the firm of Pixley, Hall 
& Livermore, woo? merchants, 
he 


moved with 
his family to Chicago 


where he remained until 1871, when 
he came to St. Joseph, 
At the time 


of the Chicago fire in October, 1871, 
:he losses of the firm were so heavy 
that it was forced out of business 
and Mr. Pixley brought his family 
:o >St. Joseph where he established a 
home, but continued in the wool bus- 
iness as a broker for about 
seven 


vears in Chicago when he 
came 


here permanently. 


"Mr. Pixley has been a patient suf- 


ferer for some time. About two years 
ago he fell, causing a fracture of the 
hip bone, and the shock was so great 
that he seemed 
to fail in general 


health ever since the time of the ac- 
cident. ' He was a man of strong 
physical as well as mental organism 
and carried his age lightly up to this 
time. 
He was a loving, considerate 


husband and father and was the cen- 
tral light and 
figure 
in his home. 


Life was very sweet to him because 
used to the very best purpose, and 
he leaves the world better for hav- 
ing lived in it. 


."Mr. Pixley was a most estimable 


citizen, an excellent neighbor and a 
useful, intelligent man who thought 
deeply on all 
important subjects 


and whose opinions, when expressed; 
were high?y commended. Those who 
knew him best loved him most, and 
the entire 
community feels sad- 


dened at his death."

right back to first principals, and

It dees not matter whether the camp 
is to be in the mountains or woods 
or on the seashore, she should re- 
duce her personal outfit to a minim- 
mum. 
This not only for economy's 


sake, but for comfort. The outiag 
should be a rest' in 
every par- 


ticular, and there 
is no common 


sense in trying to have things for 
show. Dainty musUn gowns are as 
much out of place in a tent as an 
elephant would be in a parlor. 


The first requisite 
to be thought 


about is shirt waists. 
Nice plain, 


shirt waists of light weight flannel 
and dark in color. Two of these, with 
two or three cotton ones, also dark 
in color, for very hot days, should 
carry a camper through at least two 
weeks ;imder canvas. 
The 
golf 


skirt settles the skirt question quite 
satisfactorily. 
Two short skirts of 


dark linen, either in blue or brown, 
would be ample for wear with the 
cotton shirt waists. 
Not white petti- 


coats shou'd be carried, but three dark 
washable skirts, which may be drop- 
ped into the tub without any thought. 


For shoes, the golf shoes are best, 


while .a pair of rubber boots should 
be added—the latter for wading and 
for rainy days in the woods. Don't 
take an umbrella or a parasol. Take 
two old straw sailors and a mackin- 
tosh instead and let the rain come 
down on them.

POTTERY IS FOUND 


Wisconsin Collector 
Finds Ancient 


Clay Vessel in a Cemetery Near 


Two Rivers, This State. 


H. P. Hamilton, 
of Two Rivers: 
Wis., a well known archeologist, has 
recently enriched 
his large collec 


tion of Inidan relics by'the aUdition 
of an ancient clay vessel, 
which 


was found in an old burial-ground. 
The vessel before being restored con 
sisted of nearly 200 hundred frag- 
ments, which were carefully put to- 
gether until the 
• entire vessel as- 


sumed its original proportions. 'The 
fin'd is considered a very rare and 
valuable one, as 
only a few are 


known to have been found in Wis- 
consin. 


Its height is 121-2 inches, greatest 


circumfrence 47 inches, weight ten 
pounds, opening at top oval,, 12 In- 
ches by 10 inches 
the short way. 


The outside surface shows markings 
of a willow basket inside, with which 
the vessel was no doubt originally 
molded. 
A 
smaller 
vessel was 


found about 
two years 
ago with- 


in 
two 
'hundred 
feet' 
from 


where the larger one was found and 
was never broken except along the 
rim. 


The locality where it was found 


is on the lake shore right ori the 
limits of Two Rivers Fragments of 
thousands of clay vessels have been 
picked up on this side and also" var 
ious implements of copper and stone, 
besides thousands 
of -arrows and 


spearheads durii|g 
the past fifty 


years. 
It was undoubtedly an ex- 


tensive manufacturing 
site in an- 


cient times, No county in Wiscin- 
sin is so rich in aboriginal remains as 
Manitowoc, and particularly the Two 
Rivers and vicinity, which seems to 
have been a locality much 
resorted 


to by the 
ancient 
inhabitants. 


\vnole clay vessels of original work 
manshlp are exceedingly scarce in 
Wisconsin, owing to the severe cli- 
mate, which destroys them. . 


Restored vessels for this reason 


are also - very scarce, and there are 
probably not a dozen vessels, whole 
or restored, in all the museums and 
private collections. Mr. 
Hamilton's 


col?.ection\ consists of (hundreds . of 
copper and thousands of stone im- 
plements found in Wisconsin and is 
probably one of the 
finest 
in the 


country.
